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Battle to 
get back 
in Britain 


A HEAD teacher and a busi¬ 
nessman were just two of the 
stranded travellers who made 
epic journeys to get home 
after their flights were can¬ 
celled because of volcanic ash. 

Ros Bunting, head of Thurlow 
Primary School, was on holiday 
near Valencia, in Spain, and Jim 
Morgan of Wratting Road, Haver¬ 
hill, was in Zurich, Switzerland, at 
the HQ of his employers, Kraft 
Foods. 

Taxi driver Keith Donno, from 
Haverhill, who had been due to pick up 
Mr Morgan from the airport, found 
himself travelling to Amsterdam and back 
to pick up another stranded passenger 
instead. 

Mrs Bunting, who finally arrived home 
on Tuesday after a coach journey of more 
than 30 hours, was able to return to the 
tiny village school yesterday. 

She said: “We were not able to enjoy the 
extra days because we were so anxious 
about how we were going to get back. 

“We got on a coach to Paris with no 
idea how we would get home from there. 
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There was a good spirit on the coach, 
they were mainly English people and a 
few French. 

“It was a great relief to get home and 
really we were quite lucky. A lot of people 
waited a lot longer.” 

Mr Morgan, who regularly spends four 
days a week in Zurich, said he had man¬ 
aged to get on a TGV train to Paris, then 
dashed along the platform to catch a 
Eurostar train. He said: “The French train 
drivers were threatening a strike, so I was 
not sure if we would actually be able to 
get home. 

“Herz wanted 200 euros for a car and as 
Keith Donno was travelling back from 
Amsterdam we were going to meet him in 
Lille if we could not get a train. 

“I got to see a lot of French countryside 
that you don’t normally see and I was 
home in bed by 25 past midnight, which 
was not bad at all considering what some 
people went through." 

Several teachers at other schools in 
Haverhill were delayed in getting back 
from their Easter break, but all schools 
opened as normal.

Traders fail to turn up 
for talks about market 
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NOT a single market trader turned 
up for a meeting to discuss what 
could be done to help Haverhill’s 
market survive and prosper. 

Cllr Anne Gower, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s lead councillor for 
Haverhill, said she was “very dis¬ 
appointed” that traders did not attend last 
Friday’s scheduled meeting. 

It was attended by members of the 
National Association of British Market 
Authorities (NABMA) as part of a £6,000 
study commissioned by the council to see 
how best to promote and enhance the 
town’s market. 

It includes a planned move of the Friday 
market from the Market Square into the 
High Street, where the Saturday market 
already takes place. 

Cllr Gower said: “I am extremely 
disappointed. 

“I understand that [trader] Paul Firman 
came to say that he could not stay for the 
meeting, but that one-one else turned up. 
The whole point of the meeting was to give 
them an opportunity, without any other 
stakeholders present, to say whatever they 
wanted. 

“It was the traders themselves who said 
if we did not do something there would 
not be a Friday market and I am doing my 
best to get them on the High Street. 

“I was asked to help them and I am 
absolutely determined to help them, but I 
need their input to do it. 

“The problem now that we don’t have it, 
is we now going to be accused of foisting 
things upon them. 

“We had a meeting for shop traders in 
the afternoon and we were able to put 
forward any ideas, however wacky, anyone 
had and discuss them freely. 

“The NABMA took on board everything 
we said. I know it is costing £6,000, but it 
will be well worth it if we get ideas and 
suggestions that make the market more 
robust. 

“I think part of the problem was that the 
traders thought it was pre-judged, that we 
are going to privatise it, but that is not the 
case. 

“The association represents predom¬ 
inantly markets run by public authorities 
and will be looking globally at what we can 
learn and how we can enhance and 
protect the market. I will be going to talk to 
the traders on Friday and perhaps we will 
use a questionnaire to make sure that we 
have their input.”

Tory hopeful addresses businessmen 


MEMBERS of a business group were 
joined by Conservative 
parliamentary candidate Matthew 
Hancock on a guided tour of their 
town’s new football complex - which 
is due to open next month.

Haverhill. 

Members challenged him on 
several concerns the group has 
about the town, not least a poor 
retail offer and getting the Western 
bypass moving. 


POLICE and Trading Stan¬ 
dards officers in Suffolk 
are taking positive action 
in response to new Home 
Office legislation banning 
the drug mephedrone. 

Since last Friday, meph¬ 
edrone and other related 
substances, previously known 
as ‘legal highs’ will be controlled 
as class B drugs. 

As a result, police are making 
personal visits to known supp¬ 
liers of psychoactive substances, 
advising them on the changes. 

It is now illegal to sell, possess 
or import the drugs. 

Temporary Detective Super¬ 
intendent Steve Mattin said 
“These drugs have been re¬ 
classified following evidence of 
associated health risks. 

“As a result, we are working 
with our partners to approach 
known suppliers and to advise 
them of these laws to avoid 
them carrying out any criminal 
activity. We have already had a 
good response, with suppliers 
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agreeing to stop selling a 
number of items whilst 
enquiries take place to establish 
if offences are being committed. 

“These drugs can have 
extremely harmful effects. 
Anyone in possession of a 
psychoactive substance pur¬ 
chased as a legal or herbal high 
is encouraged to hand it in to a 
local police station.” 

Matthew Spall, Trading 
Standards Officer, said: “Suffolk 
Trading Standards, with the 
assistance of Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary, have been able to identify 
shops in the county which may 
be selling these items. We’ve 
therefore been able to contact 
the shop owners and advise that 
they should remove any such 
products from their shelves. 

“Linking up in this successful 
way has meant that people in 
the county are protected against 
this substance.”

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Call-girl’s driver fined 
over hotel room assault

A MARRIED man from Haverhill 
has admitted assaulting a woman 
involved in prostitution in a Cam¬ 
bridge hotel room. 

David Byrne, 39, also pleaded guilty to 
sending the woman - known to punters as 
Nina - dozens of threatening text messages 
following the attack at the Cambridge 
Travelodge in Clifton Way on January 16. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court how Byrne, who had a job 
driving prostitutes around the city, met the 
woman at the hotel to go for a drive after 
visiting his wife and children. 

He said: “He returned to see her in 
Cambridge at about 8.30pm. He was saying 
‘Be careful what you say because I am on 
edge. He said to her ‘I will pull over the car 
and throttle with one hand’. 

“She was scared about what had happ¬ 
ened, but she later went up to the hotel 
room. He slapped the right side of her face, 
which caused her to fall off the bed.” 

The victim told police that Byrne began 
sending her abusive text messages on 
January 18, sending between five to seven 
texts a day. 

Byrne, of Duddery Hill, pleaded guilty to 
assault and harassment, but claimed he was 
being threatened by the woman. 

Christopher Dignam, mitigating, said: “He 
had been out of work for some time and he 
took a job as a driver. It was soon clear he 
was driving prostitutes as they carried out 
their business. 

“He left because he was not happy with 
what he was doing, but he was contacted by 
this person. He had been warned by other 
people about this woman’s character. 

“On this occasion she was drunk and very 
aggressive. She hit him across the nose with 
a stiletto. It was a knee-jerk reaction when he 
lashed out and hit her, knocking her over. 

“He then received very aggressive and 
nasty text messages and he replied in kind.” 

Mr Dignam rejected claims by the woman 
Byrne was having an affair with her. 

Byrne was fined £200 for assaulting the 
woman, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, and ordered to pay £85 costs and a 
£15 victim impact surcharge. 

He was also handed a 12-month rest¬ 
raining order to prevent him from cont¬ 
acting die woman.

A LIVELY debate between three 
of the five candidates vying to 
represent Haverhill at 
Westminster was hosted by a 
new business group in the town. 

Candidates fighting to fill the 
West Suffolk seat are Abdul 
Ohid Ahmed (Labour), Matthew 
Hancock (Conservative) and Dr 
Belinda Brooks-Gordon (Liberal 
Democrat), Andrew Appleby 
(Ind) and Ian Smith (UKIP). 

Richard Spring, who 
represented constituency for 17 
years, has stood down. 

Mr Ahmed told the Best of 
Haverhill meeting that he was a 
serving councillor and cabinet 
member with Tower Hamlets 
Council in London. 

He believed the Labour 
government had saved jobs and 
homes, delivered lower interest 
and business rates, as well as 
tax concessions to help small 
businesses. 

He said: “At Tower Hamlets 
we have done a lot of work with 
town centre management, like 
shop front schemes and small 
business loans. I think we can 
do the same here and I hope the 
people of Haverhill will support 
Labour. 

“I think if we let the 
Conservatives win, there is a 
risk that the recession will 
continue.” 

Matthew Hancock, an 


economist who worked at the 
Bank of England and has just 
moved to Thurlow, also hoped to 
champion small business 
interests if elected. 

Echoing party leader David 
Cameron, he claimed Labour’s 
planned National Insurance 
increase was “a tax on jobs” 
which the Conservatives would 
scrap. Money instead would be 
raised by “cutting wasteful 
spending in the public sector”. 

He said: “At a local level here 
in Haverhill we will help 
businesses to grow and create 
high income jobs. 


“We need a strong 
government to support business 
and get the economy going 
again. If we want strong 
leadership to turn our country 
round, there is only one way - to 
get rid of Gordon Brown, by 
voting Conservative.” 

Dr Brooks-Gordon, currently a 
Cambridgeshire county 
councillor, who worked for many 
years as a beautician before 
gaining a PHD in law, said she 
was “used to standing up for 
people”. 

She claimed the seat was 
“not as safe as the Conservative 


Party believed” and assured the 
electorate that a Liberal 
Democrat vote would not be 
wasted. 

She called for safeguards 
against “corporate grabbing”, 
less red tape and a fairer 
system of spreading the tax 
burden. 

She said: “I would press for 
better public transport, I would 
like to see the guided busway 
make its way to Haverhill. 

“People like Liberal Democrat 
MPs because they have integrity 
and support local people.”

CRIME in Suffolk is at its lowest for 
almost a decade, according to the 
latest police statistics. 

There were 46,447 crimes recorded 
between April 2009 and March this year - 
4,045 fewer crimes than in the same period 
in 2001/2002. 

The figures show overall crime fell by 0.2 
per cent, with 94 fewer crimes recorded than 
in the same period in 2008/09. 

The latest annual performance figures 
were released by Suffolk Constabulary on 
Monday, but also reveal some crimes have 
risen. 

Violent crime increased by 7 per cent and 
domestic burglary increased by 14 per cent. 

However, vehicle crime fell by 18 per cent, 
with 834 fewer crimes, robbery decreased by 
9 per cent and criminal damage decreased 
by 8 per cent, with 890 fewer incidents. 

The number of drugs offences recorded 
has decreased by 14 per cent, but drug 
trafficking offences have increased by 39 per 
cent. 

Police say this is a reflection of the 
constabulary’s pro-active approach to 
tackling organised drug-related crime - 130 
more drug dealers were dealt with during 
2009/10 than in 2008/09. 

Temporary assistant chief constable 
Stewart Gull said: “Suffolk remains a safe 
county and crime has decreased again this 
year, despite the challenge that a national 
recession can bring, so this is extremely 
pleasing. 

“However, these figures really only give a 
snapshot of some of the elements that we as 
a constabulary police in the county. 

“Through extensive consultation and 
surveys, local residents say they want us to 
tackle anti-social behaviour - this is our 
number one priority this year.”

Cancer fighter 
Mick to take 
on mountain 


A man who lost his mother, 
father and twin brother to 
cancer all within seven 
years - as well as having to fight 
the disease himself - is to climb 
Ben Nevis next month as part of 
a group of 100 cancer patients. 

Mick Pilling, 57, a former Army chef 
who now works as an administrator for 
the bowel cancer survey programme at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge, is 
currently awaiting the all-clear from 
doctors five years after he was diagnosed 
with head and neck cancer. 

In 1998, his mother died and in 2001, 
he lost his father, both to different forms 
of cancer. In 2005, his twin brother Alan 
died from cancer aged just 52, and Mick 
had just finished his radiotherapy 
treatment when he attended his 
brother’s funeral. 

Mick, of Bishops Court, Haverhill, also 
acts as a counsellor for other patients 
suffering from head and neck cancer. He 
hopes to raise as much as possible for 
Macmillan Cancer Care, as he has 
experienced the invaluable work it does 
first hand. 

Mick said: “I once said to a doctor, ‘you 
are the expert’ and he told me ‘No, you 
are. You are the one who has 
experienced it’. 

“I was devastated by the loss of my 
parents and my twin brother all within

seven years, and I still am. I also have 
four sisters, who are all fit and well. The 
thing with cancer is you cannot predict 
who is going to get it. Everyone has got 
it, it just takes the silliest thing to trigger 
it. 

“Ben Nevis is 4,400 feet high and we 
expect it to take eight to 10 hours. The 
biggest problem I am going to have is 
that I have no salivary glands due to the 
radiotherapy, so I will have to carry six 
litres of water with me on top of 
everything else, just to get up and down. 

“I was always a keen sportsman, 
playing badminton and football, but I 
cannot do that now. I still keep quite fit, I 
walk 30 miles a week at work at 
Addenbrooke’s and I cycle 10 miles a 
week from the Babraham Road park and 
ride site and back. I also walk four miles 
twice a week, but I have not done any 
climbing since I left the military in 1992. 

“We all have to raise a minimum of 
£500 and my target is £1,000, of which I 
have already raised £720.1 always do 
what I can to support Macmillan, 
because I know what a wonderful job 
they do.”

Super sleuths return 
for dark mind games 


After wowing audiences in 2007, the great detective and his 
trusty sidekick are back in action this week at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre 


Y OU can’t have Watson without 
Moriarty. You can’t have Moriarty 
without Watson. And without both 
of them, there is no Holmes... 

After playing to sell-out audiences in The 
Hound of The Baskervilles in 2007, Peter Egan 
and Philip Franks return to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre in a new adventure for Baker Street’s 
most famous resident and his faithful sidekick. 

Directed by master of suspense Robin Herford, 
whose creation The Woman In Black has been 
terrifying theatre audiences for 21 years, The 
Secret of Sherlock Holmes is a journey into the 
mind of the legendary super sleuth and his 
relationships with the two most significant people 
in his life - his greatest friend, Dr Watson, and his 
deadly enemy, Professor Moriarty. 

Following a seemingly deadly encounter with 
his nemesis, arch criminal Professor Moriarty, at 
Reichenbach Falls, secrets and betrayal are slowly 
revealed: Watson (Franks) finds his loyalty and 
friendship tested to the very limit, while Holmes 
(Egan) is forced to turn his unswerving powers of 
deduction upon himself and the true relationship 
between Holmes and Moriarty is finally revealed. 

“It’s a much deeper and darker play than The 
Hound of the Baskervilles,” says Franks, well 
loved by TV audiences for his roles in The Darling 
Buds of May and Heartbeat. “We are given a very 
good insight into the psychology of the two 
characters, Holmes and Watson. It is a profound 
play but it is very accessible.” 

Having previously both worked together for 
their sell-out tour of The Hound of The 
Baskervilles, Egan and Franks have found 
rehearsals for The Secret of Sherlock Holmes 
easier. 

“Because the three of us, including our brilliant 


director Robin, have worked together before there 
is a shorthand - we all click,” says Egan, who 
earned his place in sitcom history in 80s classic 
Ever Decreasing Circles. “We know how each 
other likes to work. Because we did The Hound of 
the Baskervilles, it makes creating the characters 
much easier and much more fun - we can pick 
up where we left off. We’re not starting from 
scratch. Philip brings such wonderful humour and 
a human face to Watson.” 

But, explains Franks, there is one major 
difference between the two productions: “This 
new play is an adventure inside their heads rather 
than on Exmoor. In rehearsals we were talking 
about what it reminds us of and we decided that it 
is a cross between The Odd Couple, End Game 
and Whatever Happened to Baby Jane\ 

Some purists might be concerned by the 
prospect of a Sherlock Holmes story not penned 
by the great detective’s creator, but writer Jeremy 
Paul says he has worked hard to find Conan 
Doyle’s voice in his script. 

“Many of the words you will hear are Conan 
Doyle’s own, taken on and fashioned into an 
original mystery which I hope will intrigue Conan 
Doyle himself if he’s looking in,” he says. 

Besides, Conan Doyle wanted people to 
“meddle” with his characters; he was open to new 
ideas and was intrigued to see what his fellow 
peers would do with Holmes and Watson. 

“When the American actor William Gillette 
wrote the first stage play about Holmes,” says 
Paul, “he sent a telegram to Sir Arthur Conan 


Doyle, asking: ‘May I marry Holmes?’ Conan 
Doyle wired back: ‘Marry him, murder him or do 
what you like with him’. With this generous 
thought - which was typical of Conan Doyle - in 
mind, I have become the latest in a long line of 
‘loungers and idlers’ who have meddled with the 
great man’s work for pleasure.” 

“I think it’s fantastic that there are new 
adventures to be had by Holmes and Watson,” 
reflects Egan. “They are such a great team. It 
would be a sad day when there are no more 
adventures to be had by them.” 

Both actors admit the script presented them 
with a challenge. “We have really had to get to 
grips with our characters this time round,” says 
Egan. “For those die-hard Sherlock Holmes fans, 
the new script offers a deeper insight and 
understanding into the mind of Holmes which no 
one has seen before. It’s exciting but it has been a 
challenge. I really have had to ‘become’ Holmes.” 

The pair are particularly looking forward to their 
engagement in Cambridge. “I love Cambridge,” 
says Egan affectionately. “The theatre is a 
favourite for every actor who performs in it.” 

“It is ideal to end the tour of The Secret of 
Sherlock Holmes there,” adds Franks. “We have 
had such fun touring this production so I hope 
people enjoy it as much as we have enjoyed 
making it.”

The old 
Alchemist 
still a hit 

THE Marlowe Society return 
to Cambridge this week with 
a new take on Ben Jonson’s 
comic masterpiece, T he 
Alchemist. 

Living in a stolen house, 
Face, Subtle and Dol 
Common are master con- 
artists - and making 
themselves a fortune. 

They occupy a vice-ridden 
London where the desire for 
wealth and women drives 
individuals to extremes, and 
frequently into extraordinary 
and often farcical situations. 
Together, the three ‘heroes’ 
entice, seduce, befuddle and 
hustle their way through life, 
coming across an eclectic 
array of colourful characters. 

First performed in 1610 
when it met with great 
success, The Alchemist is 
generally considered one of 
Jonson’s finest comic works. 

Through it he exposes 
human folly, weakness and 
vice. He mocks human 
weakness and gullibility and 
exposes the power struggles 
which take place within small 
groups of individuals, as well 
as big cities. 

Though written more than 
400 years ago, Jonson’s 
precise and enlightened 
depiction of humanity and the 
power of the city remain 
scarily relevant today.

The big film 



THE GHOST (15,128 mins) 
Thriller. Pierce Brosnan, Ewan 
McGregor, Kim Cattrall, Olivia 
Williams, Tom Wilkinson, Jon 
Bernthal. Director: Roman 
Polanski. 

FOR a film about the rewriting of a 
political memoir, it’s deliciously ironic 
that the screenplay for Roman 
Polanski’s thriller should be one of its 
weaknesses. 

Characters are not fully formed in a 
script co-written by Polanski and 
Robert Harris, adapting his novel of 
the same name. Indeed, they are 
ciphers in a clunky and contrived plot 
that builds to a big reveal, which 
would be risible in less accomplished 
hands. 

Not that The Ghost doesn’t have its fair 
share of unintentional laughs: Ewan 
McGregor’s accent could be an 
affectionate tribute to Dick Van Dyke in 
MaryPoppins, and the trail of clues 
left for his character to unravel the 
deadly conspiracy is unmistakable. 
Polanski polishes the lacklustre 
material and his impeccable style 
creates the illusion of suspense where 
our steady pulse tells us there is none. 
Former British Prime Minister Adam 
Lang (Brosnan) takes up residence in 
a remote, state-of-the-art beach 
house on the American coast, far from 
the prying lenses of the media. 


The statesman intends to write his 
memoirs, but when his current ghost 
writer dies in suspicious 
circumstances, Lang hires another 
nameless Ghost (McGregor) to 
restructure his prose. 

The politician’s loyal and sexy 
assistant, Amelia (Cattrall), and his 
savvy wife, Ruth (Williams), keep an 
eye on the Ghost and distract him 
from the arduous task at hand. 

When Lang is accused of sanctioning 
torture during his time in office, the 
Ghost witnesses a media storm and 
the subsequent clamour to repair 
Lang’s reputation. 

The writer puts his skills to good use, 
helping Amelia draft a press statement 
robustly denying the allegations. 


At the same time, the Ghost attempts 
to solve the mystery of his 
predecessor’s demise. 

The Ghost is a routine thriller elevated 
by Polanski’s direction and an A-list 
cast, who are never stretched. 

Brosnan channels the spirit of Tony 
Blair, while McGregor flashes his 
posterior during an emotionally cold 
bedroom scene. 

Tom Wilkinson chews scenery late in 
the film in a Machiavellian supporting 
role. 

The Oscar-winning director 
orchestrates some terrific set pieces 
such as the passing of a note from the 
back of a crowded room to the front. 
Politics may be a dirty business but 
Polanski’s film is clinical and precise.

Cut to the chase: which 
mower should you use? 


I s your lawnmower 
too big, heavy and 
cumbersome? Do 
you have trouble 
manoeuvring it round 
those awkward little 
corners or up and 
down steps to get to 
your grass? If so, it may 
be time to trade it in 
for a new model. 

If you have a small lawn, 
being able to move your 
mower from one place to 
another is just as important 
as speed and cutting 
efficiency. 

With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has 
just revealed the results of a 
survey in which researchers 
put the smallest and 
cheapest lawnmowers 
through their paces in small 
areas of grass, simulating a 
small back lawn with 
obstacles including a post 
for a clothes line, a small 
island bed, an awkward 
entrance and a mix of 
curved borders and corners. 

It found that wheeled 
rotary mowers are the best

choice for those with small 
patches of grass, as they can 
be wheeled to the lawn, 
collect clippings well and 
are easy to push around 
obstacles. 

Hover mowers, which ride 
on a cushion of air, are also 
popular as they are light and 
easily manoeuvrable. 
However, they don’t collect 
clippings, which can be a 
pain if your kids use the 
lawn and then tread all the 
clippings into the house. 

You can buy hover mowers 
with a grass collector, but 
Which? Gardening found 
that they are hard work to 
move around, especially if 
the grass box is full, and you 
have to push them in a 
straight line to collect the 
clippings. 


The survey, which focused 
on the smallest (28-33cm 
wide) and cheapest (under 
£100) mowers, gave Flymo 
the thumbs up, with its £60 
Venturer 32 wheeled rotary 
mower being voted best buy. 
It left a neat, striped finish 
on the short grass, thanks to 
a roller between the rear 
wheels, and performed well 
in the manoeuvrability tests. 

Others which also fared 
well included the Flymo Pac 
a Mow (£90), a rotary mower 
which was best at cutting a 
typical lawn, although it was 
on the heavy side at 16kg, 
while the Flymo Micro Lite, 
among the cheapest at £40 
and the lightest at 4.5kg, 
also scored well, although it 
doesn’t collect the clippings. 

The recently launched 
Gardena Powermax 32E 
(£90), a wheeled rotary 
mower, was also among the 
best buys and did well in all 
the tests, cutting right up to 
lawn edges, and comes with 
a well-balanced carry 
handle, a single lever to 
adjust the cutting height 
and adjustable handle 
height. 

Anyone who is creating a 
new lawn space this spring 


should design it with 
mowing in mind. Consider 
whether you are going to be 
able to get a mower to all 
those lawn edges and try to 
incorporate curves to 
eliminate corners in your 
lawn so you can run the 
mower right around the 
edges easily. 

If you have a corridor of 
lawn, or a narrow area of 
grass running alongside a 
path or bed, make that 
patch of lawn wide enough 
to accommodate a mower or 
you’ll never be able to cut it 
properly. 

Think about obstacles. If 
you have to have a washing 
line in your lawn, sink the 
base so that you can mow 
over it. 

Make sure your lawn 
surface is slightly higher 
than adjacent beds and 
paths, so you can run the 
mower over the edge, which 
will save you having to do 
extra trimming of lawn 
edges later on. Some people 
incorporate brick or stone 
borders around their flower 
beds, set slightly lower than 
the lawn, to separate the 
grass from the flowers and 
make mowing easier.

A row of bricks or slabs 
can also be useful if your 
lawn butts up against a 
fence. Again, they should be 
laid slightly lower than the 
lawn surface, so you can 
mow over the edge.

after 1989 are equipped with 
catalytic converters.

(Because catalysts contain 
precious metals, replace¬ 
ments are very expensive). 
ABS systems: These contain 
a brain, a master cylinder, a 
pump and wheel sensors. 
Sadly, all are prone to failure. 
If your ABS fails, even if your 
brakes are functioning, your 
vehicle won’t pass its MOT. 
Automatic gearboxes: Many 
of these appear to be trouble 
free. However, as the 
odometer reading increases, 
so too does the possibility of 
failure. Most automatic 
gearboxes are managed by 
complex electronic systems 
- which makes maintenance 
even more of a specialist 
issue. 

Electronically-controlled 
heaters: Push button heating 
systems can often be found 
in many executive and 
prestige vehicles.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one.

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
